In South America, if you aslt 
for a “cun*” (a cot) for your 
baby, and don’t pronounce it 
clearly, you may instead get a 
“nuM” ( a wedge) or a “cuye” (a 
guinea-pig). And don’t let anyone 
tell you the tourist literature story 
that English is spoken almost any¬ 
where! 

It is true that in the more ex¬ 
pensive hotels, restaurants end 
shops, you’ll nearly ahvayt find 
someone who more or less under¬ 
stands you —and sometimes uses 
the “more or lest” as a justifica¬ 
tion for a bill that passeth your 
u n d e r standing ! But for “shoe¬ 
string” travellers such as the Vin¬ 
cents and away from the main 
tourist centres, English is rare in¬ 
deed. A reasonable smattering of 
basic Spanish is absolutely essen¬ 
tial for creating goodwill and sav¬ 
ing money.

On the holei register you it be expected, In 
many countries, to declare your age, sex, 
marital status, job and often additional rathar 
personal data. This Is an open book for the 
interested local Inhabitants. In our experience, 
die more modest the hotel, the more piaasant 
the ataff. They are all child-worshippers. 
There la often no charge for children, especi¬ 
ally If you bargain, and every maid is an in¬ 
stinctive substitute mother. 

In Peru the lighting at hotel bod rooms 
is frequently of such funereal dimness that It 
la impassible lo read or write without eye¬ 
strain. 

Nights in the Andean areas are bitterly 
cold, chilly along the Peruvian roast for much 
of the year. It la likely no one will tel] you 
there's a heater available tor your room, but 
it you ask and often enough! —the chances 
are you will gel it, even plus hot water bottles. 

PLUMBING: If It works according to 
North American standards, m irk the spot.

In days a/ »mil these were tale* 
of dismasted ships drifting help¬ 
lessly offshore, sometimes of 
castaways on rocky, waterless 
islets or lonely beaches, but most 
generally of nick-of-time rescues. 


One adventurous story started on a 
gale-snept afternoon in late November, 
1899, before gas engines were popular, 
n hen four men in beamy, double-ended 
Columbia River boat clawed their way 
out to sea from Clayoquot Sound. They 
were bent on an errand of mercy, because 
earlier someone with a sharp eye at 
Clayoquot village had glimpsed the dis¬ 
tress signal of a three-masted American 
schooner. Its upper-works hidden half the 
time between the peaks of giant rollers; 
giant because tide and wind worked to 
give them a span of a fifth of a mile be¬ 
tween crests . . . and of a force to bring 
the schooner steadily nearer the rocky 
shoreline exploding with surf. 

It was In this situation that s anal! boat 
put off from the ship, snd miraculously lived 
la reach the safety ot Torino. From II stepped 
the part owner of th» schooner Hera, his 
yuanc daughter and the skipper They had 
been bound, they said, from Fort TVtwnaood to 
Australis, but sfter being battered by constant 
galas off Flattery, water eventually worked In 
on their part-cargo of lime, and now tilings 
were so hot below decks that fire was an ad¬ 
ditions] mena ce Something had to be done, 
and done quickly to rescue the mate and the 
remaining seamen. 

Some said later that it was Fred Spain, 
dayoquot's Provincial Policeman who called 
for volunteers, but Spain declared this whs 
rMkukwa; problem was to keep the voluntee rs 
out of the boat! Son of a British naval officer. 
Fred had been live years In the pottos, and 
was now In charge of Clayoquot Detachment, 
the west coast's first Provincial Polka post. 
As he had to do his patrolling In a small sail¬ 
ing stoop, he was no stranger to the handling 
of small craft.

Emphasis on Appeal 


Much emphasis was ppid an 
"popular appeal" but always with 
the connotation that this kind of 
slumming waa not al all I be so¬ 
ciety's piece af rake.

But two of the vehicles designed 
to purvey "holiday spirit” and pro¬ 
vide "popular appeal” were Strauss' 
operatic “Die Fledermaus" and a 
turn-ef-the-rentury play such aa 
“Pride and Prejodlce.”

should like. Once more we are on 
the threshold of being dragged op 
by oar cultural bootstraps 

A statement on tha society's 
brochure announce s that "Festival 
Theatre will encourage and aaalat 
fringe activities throughout the 
city during the festival period." 
The president didn’t go quite that 
far oat on a limb bat pro mis ed 
"... full encouragement ... to all 
worthwhile activities outside the 
festival Itself." 

The criterion of what la worth 
while among the efforts rel-vsted 
to the status at "fringe acthrttlee* 
remained unstated.

Most Humphreys followed agricultural pur¬ 
suit! In the New World, but bis grandfather, 
a plough and wagon owker, studied medicine 
under a prominent Boston physician, and be¬ 
came a doctor. He practised lor many years, 
combining healing with farming. In IBi. ho 
moved his family la Minnesota * 

Al that time. toe rail rued reached west only 
to Chicago, snd from tost city they had to 
continue their journey with an outfit of horse 
and wagon. They finally smiled at a pbre 
ns mill Hokha an toe seeW bank af toe Mimrio- 
alppi River. 

After farming there tor a far Tears, they 
moved evert farther west 


During toss period hr ployed "a considerable 
American faotball, and later in Canada. I played 
Canadian football Of course, In those days, it 
seas strictly amateur: nothing in the way of 
recompense, except of oourae. the pleasure id 
playing the game. 

“One incident I recoil my lather lelbnf me' 
about wsa toe North Held bank robbery by toe 
James and Younger brothers. There was a den- 
tist by the name of Wheeler who had his ofrlce 
directly across the street from the bonk. He 
kept an old Winchester rifle in hla office — far 
hunting I Imagine. 

“From his window he could see what was 
happening, picked up his rifle and shot two of 
the bandits. (Two of the gang, Clrll Miller 
sod Bill Chadwvil were killed, but whether by 
Wheeler or not. Is not certs ini. The robbers 
/ didn't know where the fire was coming from, 
and this completely disorganized them. They 
fled. 

‘The Younger boys were lew fortunate than 
toe Jameses. They were captured at a place 
called Madella, 30 mites tram my hometown el 
Sleepy Eye. There was a 1st more shooting snd 
another bandit was killed.* (Charlie Pitts, whom 
history credits with bungling the robbery by 
getting drunk and attracting so much attention 
to hlmoelf tost toe alarm spread through ths 
town, was killed here by’ the posse). 

Two of toe Youngers were sentenced (o Still¬ 
well Penitentiary After 30 years, they were 
released and told to leave the state and never 
enler toe borders of Minnesota again. 


Frank James. Asked If he were any relation 
to Jesse lames the bandit, toe fellow replied, 
"Oh yss I'm Jeaae'a brother . . . Look, you've 
got three or four , hours yet to wait lor jour 
train, would you like to meet my mother? Come 
on down to toe bouse and meat the old lady.' 


Mrs. James 


-Mrs. James told this lecturer that she had 
sle|« lor 30 yaara with a leather thong tied 
around her wrist, and this thong passed out 
through her bedroom window and was Con¬ 
nected to an iron grating which Mie had bad 
mounted over bar son's grave She waa afraid 
someone might rah the grave ia the night..." 

Mrs. Humphrey's father emigrated froth 
Staffordshiie. England, and aetil'-d in New 
Brunswick where he married a Scottish Immi¬ 
grant. Getting the urge to travel, seemingly a 
trait of all Humphrey ancestors, they moved 
to Kansas. 

They fanned there for a few years, then 
someone brought in ■ drilling rig and began 
to moke tests. No oil was found, but sosne won¬ 
derful salt depantu were located. Salt to still 
mined there today. 

“When the US government opened the 
famous Cherokee Strip, my father-in-low rode 
In on horseback and filed an a claim. Shortly 
after tost oil was discovered. Some af toe In¬ 
dians who trad title to toe land became m 111km 
Biin overnight ”

"My grarahnotoer an my mother's aide o< 
toe family waa (ram an aid Ontario family. 
She was born in C h ip pe wa right hear Niagara 
Falls. She and her husband moved to New York 
slate and bought a little farm. Today, the city 
of Buffalo has grown over the site of their 
homestead. Later they moved to St. James, 
Mlniuieeoto. and operated a hotel. After about 
30 years there, they came back to Canada, spend¬ 
ing their final days ki Alberta." 

Mr. Humphrey was bora in toe village of 
S leepy Eye. Minnesota. The name “Sleepy Eye’ 
derives from an old Sioux Indian chief. His true 
native title was "Mitakfaaha." meaning 'always 
a friend of the whites." Today the old chief lies 
buried under a handsome monument in toe 
■nail town that beats bis same. 


The Northfleld disaster spelled the end of 
the James brothers' Inglorious careers. Jense 
later mel hie end at the bends of toe Ford 
brothers, and Frank spent his last yean as a 
tone salesman. 

"Just before the Northfleld robbery, my 
father happened to be In a place called New 
Ulm, In Brown County. Minnesota He was there 
oo business and bad to go to the bank. While 
there, he saw a man with a very black beard 
watching the place He didn’t think too much of 
It at the time, but it turned out that this charac¬ 
ter was none other than Coleman Younger. 
They changed toeir targets, though . . . un¬ 
fortunately for them ” 

Years later, Mf\ Humphrey again heard a 
first hand accounT* concerning the notorious 
gang. At that time what was known as toe 
Chataqua Circuit was in operation Originating 
In New York state, but finally to cover the 
entire Southwest, this was an arrangement by 
which seed known speakers travelled toe land 
giving lectures on various topics. 


Mr. Humphrey chuckled. This was still In 
the burse and wagon days, of course, so when 
one old chief decided to outdo aD Ms Indian 
friends, my father In law told me. he bought a 
glass-enclosed hearse which was drawn by a 
lovely team of Norms and had a unifo rmed 
driver. It must have been some sight to see this 
old Indian and his family In their hearse, travel¬ 
ling about the countryside. 

“That reminds me ... As a young man in 
Ontario, my grandfather on my mother's aide 
knew an old farmer quite well. This man. as 
he lay on hb death bed, made a strange ring] 
request — ‘Just drive my old team of white 
horses where I can have a last look at them.’ 
This my grandfather did." 

All the oil claims of Mr. Humphrey’s father- 
in-law gave up nothing but soil, so he m ved 
hb family to Alberta In 1908. Mr. Humphrey 
met and fell In love with Mrs Humphrey there 
13 years later. 

About 1885, Mr Humphrey’s father, then a 
young man of 23. decided to Journey to the 
Culf of Mexico. With a young neighbor for 
companion, in a farm wagon drawn by muiee, 
they began their round trip which look one

Lloyd Humphrey Would Like to Know 
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year to complete. Game ataa plentiful then, and 
they lived off the land. 

"While paaalng through Arhanaaa, my father 
went to a tobacco ahed and asked the manager 
if Ne could buy 90 rente* worth of tobacco dip- 
ping a. When cigara are rolled there to alwaya a 
certain amount of the tobacco leaf which to 
left over, and many people enjoy amoking them 
clipping* . . . 

“The manager aaked him if he hod a mefc 
to hla wagon. When my father brought It, the 
manager stamped it full of cigar dippings. ” 

Three-Year Smoke 

Laughing. Mr. Humphrey aavored the recol¬ 
lection. "For fifty cenla he got thto e norm our 
aock full of dipping* which toalod him tor three 
yean or more . . . try that today! 

"Continuing south, they came to a placo 
called Seda I la. Mlaaourl . . . There waa a terrific 
atench in the ana and they caul (tot gaaaa 
wheie It came from. But aa they programed 
aouthward, the It ranger the amell became. 
Pretty *oon they came to a large tree where 
they aaw a colored man hanging from a rupa 
with a algn aaying, 'Anyone who cata thto down 
Misnss the aame fate.' They didn't stop to find 
out why the man was lynohrd ... 

"Father said' that In those days to* country 
waa thick with rattlmaahrs . . . about every 
90 feet toere'd be a big rattiar lying arrmi the 
read sunning hhnarlf. He aald he shot then! 
until he got tired of It. 'Course, nowadays In 
the car age. toe make papula tien la a lot leaa 
because the cam kill linn aa fmt So toey gat 
an the roads" 

In aariy days Minnesota, the Taad of a 
Thnuaand La ton," was a trapper's dream came 
true. 

“I wna just old enough to remember my 
lather hud d.900 hides one arinter; ZB mink, 
about 20 otter, and a lot of leoaer animals like 
raccoon and weasel, which were hardly worth 
skinning, too price was ao low. In (hoar days, 
muskrat hlttou ware only worth a few tmita 
apiece, and raiak kldea wen not worth ranch 
more. 

'These fur* filled two wagon boxes tramped 
In tight ... a wagon box would he roughly 12 
to it feet long, three to four feet wide, and 
four to five feet tn depth. He had two of these 
wagon boxas just tramped dawn solid with furs. 
If a man had t h os e eatchea trutoy he'd have a 
small fortune. But the whole loud didn't bring 
very much toon . . . “ 

Settled in Alberta 

In 1911, Mr. Humphrdy oetded In Alberto. 
Hla grandfather and two u nr lea were then liv¬ 
ing there. When Mr. Humphrey arrived, the 
community waa In an uproar over an unsolved 
murder. 

“It seamed that a Swsda by the name ad 
Soda berg had killed a neighbor of hla—or aa 
everyone thought, but It couldn’t be proven. 
Apparently during the winter the Swede i hwvo 
horse* for a Mvlng. When paaalng thto chap's 
hr* w e one sight while herd lag, toa Swede's sup¬ 
posed to have ahst through toe window and 
wounded old man Lennon. Lennox wag only 
slightly hit. and U he'd known the slightest 
thing about first aid. ha could have aaved han¬ 
sel I. But he Med to death. Hto wile mu away 
visiting at the lima. 

"Although Sodafaerg waa prime suspect ha- 
eaae he and the old man didn't get along, and 
police found tracks of a large body of horses, 
there just wasn't enough evidence to convict 
him. He eventually went back to North Dakota 
where he came from ... 

That should have been the end of It, but 
everyone stLH wondered If he had really ktOed 
Lennox. Year* later, on his death bed. Sodaberg 
ton f e m e d to a doctor that he had murdered 
Lennox ... he never said why." 

In Alberta Mr. Humphrey worked on the old 
Grand Trunk Pacific. now part of Canadian 
National Railways, far nine years. 

"One ttark night In Calgary, a freight train

Ose of toe moat intense, exciting and dramatic life stories in the 
2Mi century is that of Gertruds Stein. And for those interested In art 
and artists M la especially rewarding. 

Mias Stein was bom in the United States in 1874, later a tow ding 
RadcKffe and Johns Hopkins. Tbon aha left to Hve in France, never to 
return to her h orn a land, except tor ■ short lecture tour. 8hs was a 
brilliant woman, but erratic in habit and discipline 

For 40 years Mias Stein’s amanuensis and factotum was a woman 
from San Francisco, Alloa B. Toklas. They were mssparmbk, and the 
two women shared the Joys and sorrows of the llle that Gert-uda Stein 
had set for heraHf. 

Mias Stein felt that art had become commonplace. jSbe thought that 
worth and feelings were being taken so much lor granted that there 
wai no longer anything dynamic in art. Tflesr ideas she discussed weekly 
at the soirees that toe and Miss Toklas had if) Paris, where they finally 
settled in 1903. Attendant at these evenings 'were names that w er e to 
become famous: Braque. Matisse. Ozanne and Miss Stein's great friend, t 
Pablo Picasso. 

Gertrude Stein aleo wrote, laboriously and icontinuously. 

She created new moods, new words and new I sounds in her wor ks . 

She wrote plays with one-sentence acta, books with one-word pages, 
and word-songs which were meaningless. 

She wrote: “Rose Is a rose la a rose if a rose.'' It was, she aakS, the 
Erst time in 2.000 years of writing that a rose really was a rose. 

To recapture the meanings of worts and their variations ot richness 
was Mies Stein's "mission" in life. To this end she dedicated—almost 
aarriflced both her life and her work. 

In spite of the fact that she knew moat of the grant literary and 
publishing figures of he period, she could not get them to take he 
seriously. Her work was rejected time after time, and most people made 
fun ot her writings and her eccentricities. She was forced to pay for 
toe publication of her first book. 

After that she began to be published alowiy, and her hooka and 
birrary portraits caused bedlam among the critics. She was derided as 
a writer and denounced aa a fraud. 

Throughout all these tribulation*, the remained true to her mission 
and Mi* Toklas remained steadfastly behind her. Their sense of the 


eomic and toe amusing was toe main toing which enabled them to sur¬ 
vive this deluge of adversity. 

Story and legend have built up so much around the lives of these 
two women that it is difficult to sift fact from fiction. But it la a de¬ 
lightful and Interesting story. And In many oaeaa the facta are more in¬ 
credible than fiction. 

Since the death of Miss Sirin in 1946, Mias Tokina has continued to 
live at their old home in Paris. After the appearance of The Alice B. 
Toklas Cookbook ilK4i -good lor rooking and interesting lar bits of In¬ 
formation about their lives and friends -nothing has been heard from 
her. 

Now we have a new book by Mias Tokina. For those who know 
nothing of Gertrude Stein and care little far her mission, this book will 
not mean anything. It is simply a quiet, direct, practical and uncom¬ 
promising filling.in of details in the hitherto sketchy toory There is 
charm, and there Ie sincerity. There is also enjoyment for those who 
have been following the story tor these 30 yean past. 


GERTRUDE STEIN STORY

Today the Bay store 
manager Mill tribes tor artifacts 
with local Indians as his pie- 
deeessdi-* have done for almost 
130 years. 


Jackets, gun oaaea. belts and 
moor wins, made of home-' nned 
moon? hide, are for sale l in Hit 
Bay store to v to tori at" Fort 
Btbne or can be purchased 
directly from the Indiana. 

Two popular area* aoceaaible 
only by boat, are Hagen and 
Hitchery Arm, on the north* at 
side of the lake. The * are excoi- 
kmt trolling areas. The Morrison 
River, which eutet>r<, Bibtne Lake 
af the head of Httdiery Arm, Ik 
a favorite fly-fiohing strrom. 

At the mouth of the Morrison 
River, some of the bent gooue 
shooting area, are found. The 
mcM popular way to get to theie 
two Arm is tram Topley 
Landing. 

When travelling any distance 
by boot on Babine Laikc unices 
accompanied by a guide, it is ad¬ 
visable. to carry adequate food 
tupplifs and mapa of the area. 
Frequent -torms are not un¬ 
common and the hunter or angler 
may find himself in need of tem¬ 
porary shelter. 

During foe season, M y to 
October, th;. B.C. Forert Service 
insist* upon possession of a camp 
fire permit. 

For those.' who want the true 
flavor of the wilderness Bab ne 
Lakf is virtually unknown and 
urpubheized and is one of the few 
places in the province where the 
drudgery of dty life tan be all 
but forgotten.
